WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt announced today 
a commodity credit corporation would 
be created immediately with an initial 
capital stock of $3,000,000 with au- 
thority to borrow from the Recon- 
struction Corporation and to lend 
funds on the security of commodities. 


The president said the first duty of 
the corporation would be to earry out 
the pledge to loan farmers 10 cents 
a pound on cotton in an effort to 
raise cotton prices and increase farm 
purchasing power. 

Indications are the corporation may 
later be called upon to loan on other 
commodities. 

President Roosevelt made the an- 
nouncement at his regular press con- 
ference. : 

Personnel Ineomplete. 

Personnel of the corporation has not 
been completed but probably will be 
conducted through Secretary Wallace. 

The effect of the cotton loans will 
be to guarantee farmers against loss 
if cotton goes below 10 cents. How- 
ever, there will be restrictions to pre- 
vent prices going too high. It was in- 
dicated if the price went above 15 
cents the farmer could be compelled 
to sell. 

The loans will be made at the near- 
est acceptable warehouse on all cotton 
above low middling grade of 7-8-inch 
staple. 

The loans will bear interest at 4 
per cent and will be made only be- 
tween now and June 30, 1934. This 
means that only the present growing 
crop will be eligible for the loans and 
not surpluses in warehouses. 

Farmers must agree to rent 40 per 
cent of next year’s cotton acreage to 
be eligible for loans.

there will’ be highway or bridge 
projects under construction in every 
county of the state. 

The state highway board is pre- 
pared to call for bids on $2,000,000 
worth of work within a week and it 
is expected that as speedily as pos- 
sible the entire program will get 
under way. 


$500,000 for Atlanta Area, 


The city of Atlanta and vicinity 
will get projects totalling about $500U,- 
(00, according to the program as made 
public by Thomas i. MacDonald, 
director of the bureau of public roads. 

Of the sum allocated in this area, 
$200,000 will be spent within the city 
limits, the money going for vaving and 
bridge construction. e location of 
the work on the acquisition 
of rights of way and the ¢ondition 
of the roads.. Chairman Mangham 
said that’ several projects had been 
listed by Atlanta and that the one 
presenting fewer right-of-way diffi- 
culties will be selected. The locations 
of the several projects were not an- 
nounced, 

The Atlanta work is_ included 
among the municipal: projects. In 
this group there also is an allocation 
for Avondale, totaling $70,000, the 
money to be used for an underpass 
and paving. 

Many Gaps Filled In. 

The program fills in a number of 
gaps now in Route 1, which runs down 
the western side of the state and gives 
Atlanta a-~-practically complete route 
to Augusta, leaving only a smail gap 
on Route 10, between Washington and 
Thomson, unpaved. 

The projects on Route 3, which are 
in the program, include five miles of 
surfacing between Rome and Summer- 
ville at a cost of $32,600, 5.7 miles of

Statement by Wallace. 

Amplifying President Roosevelt's

“Loans will be 10 cents a pound 
at the warehouse on cotton classing 
low middling or better as to grade, 
7-8 inch or better as to staple, and 8 
cents per pound on cotton classing low 
middling or better as to grade and 
undet 7-8 inch as to staple. 

“The loans will be available to farm- 
ers who agree to abide by the regula- 
tions and co-operate with the secre- 
tary of agriculture in the 1934 cot- 
ton acreage reduction program, pro- 
vided a reduction of not more than 40 
per cent of the average acreage will 
be required of any farmer. Farmers 
who sign and fhilfill contracts to co- 
operate in the program will get their 
benefit payments in addition to the 
loans. 

“The loan value will be stepped up 
at the rate of 45 cents a bale for each 
month after October. This will cover 
carrying charges and interest. The 
oe rate to farmers will be 4 per 
cent. 


Statement by Jones. 


The following statement was issued 
tonight by Jesse H. Jones, chairman 
of the Reconstruction Corporation. 

“Following the president’s an- 
nouncement there is being organized 
a commodity credit corporation with 
powers to buy, hold, sell, lend upon 
or otherwise deal in such commodities 
as in his discretion seems for “the best 
interest of the recovery program. 

“The corporation will have an ini- 
tial capital of $3,000,000 to be allo- 
cated by the president from his emer- 
gency fund. 

_ “The corporation will be operated 
in connection with the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and its first ae-

“Efforts will be made if possible to 
employ the normal channels and agen- 
cies for lending upon, handling and 
storing the cotton. 

Guarantee to Banks. 

“It is the intention of the R. F. 
C., if possible, to arrange a form 
of guarantee that will be acceptable 
to banks and others lending directly 
to the cotton producers that will en- 


able such banks and lending institu- 
tions to. make loans under lations 
to be prescribed by the R. F¥-C., so 
that the loans may be carried by the 
banks or other lending agencies and 
rediscounted with the commodity cred- 
it corporation without recourse any 
time prior to July 1, 1934. 

“The interest rate will be 4 per 
cent to the farmer, and loans will he 
made at 10 cents per pound at the 
warehouse on low middling or better 
as to grade and 7-8 or better as to 
staple; 8 cents per pound on low mid- 
dling or better as to grade and below 
7-8 as to staple. No premium will be 
allowed on account of variations in 
grade and-or staples above low mid- 
dling 7-8 and no variations in the rate 
of loans will be made on account of 
the variation of location of ware- 
houses in which the cotton is stored. 

Rate of Acceptance. 

‘The producer will be permitted to 
store in or ship his coton to any avail- 
able warehouse that is satisfactory to 
himself and the R. F. C., and in mak- 
ing loans the rate will be 10 cents 
per pound at the acceptable warehouse. 

“Loans will be made to those pro- 
ducers who agree to conform with the 


; requirements of the United States de- 


partment of agriculture with reference 
to cotton acreage reduction of 1934. 

Assuming that approximately 7.- 
000,000 bales of cotton are still in 
the hands of producers and that al! 
will avail of their privilege to borrow 
under this plan and hold the cotton, 
approximately $350,000,000 will be re- 
quired on the part of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation.”

GERMAN REJECTS 


“BEHAVIOR TRIAL 


U. S., Britain and Italy 
Approached on Arms Is- 
sue; France Left Out. 


GENEVA, Oct. 6.—(4)—A restate- 
ment of the German attitude on dis- 
armament, rejecting the so-called “good 
behavior period,” was presented orally 
today to representatives of the United 
States, England and Italy. 

So far as could be learned, no ap- 
proach has been made to France, to 
whom the German position is under- 
stood to be not acceptable. 

The German attitude is understood 
to contemplate complete arms equality 
at the end of a four-year period, which 
would not be scene as one of trial 
but rather a period of progressive dis- 
armament by Germany’s,neighbors. 

After it had become generally 
known Germany had approached Lon- 
don and Rome, Count Heinrich Weiz- 
saecker, new German minister to 
Berne and one of the German arms 
delegates, called upon American Am- 
bassador-at-large Norman H. Davis, 
informing him of the German position. 

The impression left with Ambassa- 
dor Davis and the American repre- 
sentation was that the Germans in- 
tend to leave an open door for future 
disarmament negotiations which will 
be resumed with the arrival of Rudolf 
Nadolny, another German arms dele- 
gate, Sunday. 

In speaking to Davis, Weizsaecker 
officially employed the same expres- 
sion used in earlier discussions, say- 
ing Germany did not want to be put 
on good: behavior. He explained that 
Germany wants to be granted defen- 
sive armaments immediately and wants

COTTON’S HOPELESS TASK. 

Leaders of the cotton industry, 
speaking Monday before a confer- 
ence called by the agricultural de- 
partment, presented facts and fig- 
tres to show the disaster which 
will come to the industry if it is 


forced to pay the four-cent proc- 


essing tax and competing fibers are 
permitted to go untaxed. 


According to Norman Elsas, 
president of the Fulton Bag & 
Cotton. Mills, Atlanta, “the falling 
off of sales of cotton products in 
competition with paper and jute is 
undoubtedly due to the processing 
tax.”” This statement was support- 
ed by Senator Smith, of South 
Carolina, who demanded that an 
equal tax be put on materials ‘‘that 
otherwise will take cotton’s market 
away.’ 

The great majority of cotton tex- 
tiles face competition from mate- 
rials made of Jute, paper, linen and 
rayon. If these fibers remain un- 
taxed and the processing tax on 
cotton is continued, the cotton in- 
dustry will find itself in a posi- 
tion where it will be unable to 
operate profitably. 


With the four-cent-a-pound proc- 
essing tax on raw cotton and an 
addition in manufacturing costs as 
the result of the textile code pro- 
visions, many of the major prod- 
ucts of cotton mills will not be 
able to meet the competition of 
Similar products made of paper 
and jute. 


This is especially true of bag- 
ging, in the manufacture of which 
jute is the chief competing fiber. 
In addition, the increased cost of 
cotton textiles. will...cause.. paper 
napkins, towels and twine to be 
substituted for the same products 
made of cotton. Sisal rope is now 
being offered at 11 and 12 cents 
a pound, while under present con- 
ditions the same quality of cotton 
rope cannot be manufactured and 
sold for less than 20 cents.

ASCARIASIS AIN’T WHAT SHE 
SED TO BE. 


Many years ago the neighborhood 
Saireygamps had a fine time going 
about diagnosing worms in children 
luckless youngsters 
with favorite worm medicines. 

Today many a child grows up with- 
having been “wormed,” 
though it would not be accurate to 


say these fortunate ones have never | 


had worms. 


Most children at one time or an-' 


other harbor worms, either round 
worms (lumbricoid) or pinworms 
(oxyuris) or both, and the presence 
parasites as likely as not, 
causes no more definite trouble or 
Symptoms than some external itch- 
ing. 

Careful study of a large series of 
children with worms, compared with 
a similar group of children who had 


| no worms, has proved that there are 
no characteristic effects or symptoms 
| produced by these common intestinal 


parasites. Vague complaint of “belly- 
ache,” restless sleep, and distension 
of the abdomen are perhaps more fre- 
quent in children who have worms 
than in children who have none. But 
grinding of the teeth, foul tongue and 
heavy breath, white lines around the 
mouth, feverishness and spasmodic 
twitchings occur as frequently in chil- 
dren who have no worms as in chil- 
dren who have worms. 

Therefore the only way the presence 
of worms can be diagnosed is by find- 
ing the eggs (microscopic) of the 
worms, or by the finding the 
worms themselves.

There are many worm medicines or, 


treatments which can be given a 
child known to have worms, but none 
that I can recommend as_ effective 
and safe, except as given under the 
personal direction of the physician. 
Round worms (ascaris  lumbri- 
coides) are five to ten inches long, 
paler than earthworms, live in the 
small intestine, lay millions of eggs,

the intestine. 
They occasionally migrate into the 
stomach and are vomited. or into the 
bile ducts, causing obstructive jaun- 
dice, even into the Eustachian tube.

CONTRADICTIONS WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—Two good ad- 
ministration announcements have gone 


wrong lately. It is getting so you do not know whom to believe. 

Postmaster-General Farley whispered to friends confidentially 
the other day that the president would call a special session of con- 
gress to handle liquor taxes. | 


- That was good enough authority for a certain newspaperman 
who heard it and published the story. 


Came forward one Steve Early, presidential secretary. He de- 
nied the president had anything like that in mind. 


TAXES? The incident probably would have been scored as an 
error for Farley and forgotten except that Relief Ad- 

ministrator Hopkins simultaneously found himself in a similar jam, 
He was credited with whispering out the news that the process- | 
ing tax might be used to raise relief funds. 


That idea is based on an old joker in the agricultural act. The 
brain trusters put it over on congress during the last minutes ‘of 
the last session. Up until then the jurisdiction of the farm act 
was confined to basic agricultural commodities. » There are only 
about seven of those. The brain trusters had the wofd basic stricken 
out in the most important sections of the bill, using some lame ex- 
cuse. Also they put in the phrase “any competing products.” The 
result is that the scope of the bill is almost limitless. 

Newsmen saw the sensational implications in the Hopkins state- 
ment. They could see where it might mean taxes on nearly every- 
thing consumed by the public. 


They rushed down to the agricultural department, which has 
charge of the processing tax. The agriculturists yawned and said 
they never heard anything about that. They scoffed at it. 


BELIEFS These little mix-ups seem to have a meaning of*their 
own. 


Hopkins made his statement just after he had talked with Mr, 
Roosevelt. Apparently he knew what he was talking about. There 
is every reason to suspect he accurately reflected the presidential 
mind. Apparently the agriculturists were not then advised as to 
what was going on. 


Farley also ordinarily knows whereof he speaks. He did not 
dream the idea that there was going to be a special session. 

The best explanation of the truth behind that affair is Mr. 
Roosevelt’s clever handling of public announcements. He usually 
times them well for the maximum dramatic effect. He does not 
ke to let them slide out piecemeal. An example may be found in 
the synthetic spontaneity built up around his journey to the Amer- 
ican Legion convention.

Believe it or not, they decided the first thing to do was to 
go to the baseball game.

Our officials confess privately they entered the debt discus- 
sions wholly at sea. They had no clear idea of what concessions 
they would make os what their policy would be. They were bank- 
ing on getting an offer from the British and then deciding what 
they would do about it. They may decide to report it to congress 
without comment. 

There is a lack of seriousness about the whole. business which 
seems to presage an uneventful tete-a-tete. 

BARKS It is leaking out now that the federal reserve board 
advisory council also raked the administration over the 
coals on the securities act and a portion of the banking act. 

Councilors thought the securities act had wrecked the capital 
financing market. They pointed out the bankipg act prevented 
them from making loans for adequate capital financing. They de- 
manded amendments carrying out those ideas. 

The administration has filed that resolution and probably will 
forget it. It may alter its new banking bill to enable the banks to 


participate in capital financing fo a certain extent. It will strengthen, 
instead of weaken, the securities act. 


NOTES The treasury spent $66,000,000 for public works dur- 

ing the first quarter of the year ending September 30. 
That leaves only $2,934,000,000 more to be spent before the pro- 
gram is a success. Only about $20,000,000 was spent during 
September. 


The liberals again have a place to rest their weary heads in the 
Interior department. Mr. Roosevelt has helped change things around 
on the inside so they will maintain positions of prominence there. 


Mr. Roosevelt's delay has encouraged some of his advisers to 
change their minds about stabilization. They say it would be a 


good thing to improve the real estate market first.

GHILD MALNUTRITION 
CHARGES DISCOUNTED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—()—In 
direct conflict with statements previ- 
ously made by Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Dr. Haven Emerson, of 
New York, today told a “child health 
recovery conference” that America’s 
youngsters were not suffering frém 
malnutrition as a result of the de- 
pression, 

Secretary Frances Perkins and 
Harry L. Hopkins, federal relief ad- 
ministrator, have also taken the view 
that the nation’s children have suf- 
fered from lack of proper food in the 
last few years, but - Dr. Emerson, 
president-elect of the American Pub- 
lic Health Association, said no drive 
against undernourishment among chil- 
dren was needed. 

In so doing he took sharp issue 
with the name and purpose of the 
conference called under the auspices 
of the federal children’s bureau. 

“The evidence is consistent, con- 
tinuous and overwhelming that the 
health of the people of this country 
has been improving steadily since 
1929,” Emerson said, “and it would 
constitute a betrayal of the populace 
if we use the threat or fear of ill 
health and neglect of childhood to 
rouse agencies of government or pri- 
vate groups by an organized clamor 
about child health at this time.” : 

Miss. Grace Abbott, children’s bu- 
reau chief, replied: 

“But, Doctor, we believe there is 
malnutrition among children.” 

Emerson said the coal miners, the 
needleworkers, the cotton pickers 
and other “unfavored groups” were 
in no worse nourishment situation 
than they have been for the past 20 
years.

To the Mayor and General Council of the 
City of Atlanta, 

Atlanta, Ga. 

Gentlemen: In view of the publicity given 
through our newspapers of the legislation 
which may be proposed in the city council 
at its meeting todgy, Monday, October 2, 
we, the undersigned citizens, wish to pledge 
our hearty support to every sentiment and 
move to keep our present state laws with 
reference to the Lord's Day and to register 
our respectful and earnest protest against 
any municipal ordinance in defiance of our 
present state laws with regard to Sabbath 
observance. 

We take this position for the following 
reasons: 

1. We believe in the sovereignty of the 
state. Therefore we cannot countenance a 
municipal ordinance which proposes to defy 
or ignore our state laws. 

2. We believe that aside from the values 
that the Lord's Day holds for those of us 
who hold the Christian faith, there are other 
generally acknowledged values which explain 
why it has been observed through the 
centuries and has come down to us as one 
of our richest heritages. It has been dem- 
onstrated time and again that such a day 
is essential to our economic efficiency and 
national safety. 

3. We believe further that the proposals 
of the national recovery act, which will 
give us more leisure and idle time than 
we have ever had before, make it more than 
ever unwise to take the Sabbath day for 
recreation and commercial purposes. 

4. After all, it is not a question of our 
saving the Lord’s Day, but rather of our 
being saved by the Lord's Day.

MADRID, Oct. 6—(UP)—The 
National Wine Institute of Spain has 
announced it.is preparing to launch 
a propaganda campaign in the Unit- 
ed States in an effort to obtain a 
portion of the United States market, 
if prohibition is repealed. 

The institute’s announcement pre- 
sages a keen battle for United States 
business. The Spaniards, it is under- 
stood, will be willing to offer cer- 
tain trade concessions in order to 
gain a foothold in the imported wine 
market. They.also feel that France's 
war debt default will work against 
tha: nation. 

Opportunity. 

The Spanish wine growers believe 
they have a wonderful opportunity to 
increase their exports if prohibition 
is abolished in the United States. 
Julio Tarin, a director of the Span- 
ish wine institute, explained that 
this country has wine for aperitife 
and the table, and liqueurs for after 
dinner. 

“We are making extensive plans,” 
he said, “for a propaganda campaign 
in the United States. During the 
next three months the field will be 
studied thoroughly, and in 1934 we 
plan to advertise on a broad scale. 
Art and scenic beauty will be tied 
up in our advertising. We recently 
held a contest among Spanish artists 
for posters which will be used. 

Leads in Exports. 

“Although France produces more 
wine than we do, Spain exports more. 
France, during the last few years, 
produced an average of 65,334,000 
hectoliters annually. Italy was sec- 
ond with 40,902,000, and Spain third 
with 22,488,000. But we exported 
approximately 3,676,000 hectoliters, 
while France exported 1,511,000 and 
Italy 1,061,000.” 

The National Wine Institute is 
composed of all wine interests, co-op- 
erating with the government.

Fiery Georgi Dimitroff, shouting “I 
wish I had a gun—I would use it,” 
was expelled from the courtroom to- 
day after he had taunted the supreme 


court justices hearing the reichstag 
fire trial and accused a policeman o 
being a liar. 

The courtroom was thrown into a 
tumult and many of the spectators 
laughed as the defendant, former lead- 
er of the Bulgarian communists, by 
his tactics handicapped the prosecu- 
tion's efforts to substantiate charges 
of high treason against him and Bla- 
goi Popoff, another Bulgarian. 

The defiant Dimitroff was led from 

the courtroom by police and clapped 
into his cell for the remainder of the 
day after the presiding judge, “Wil- 
helm Buenger, exclaimed, “My cup is 
full,” and ordered him removed for 
“insulting the court.” 
- This followed a continued tirade by 
the defendant during which he charged 
the court records had been falsified 
and assailed the police as “incompe- 
tent.” 

His parting remark as he was taken 
out the door was: “I want to save 
my head—this is an outrage—my sen- 
tence already is fixed.”

That, the Detroit 
Automobile Company, is now the 
Cadillac Motor Car Company.

The 
second man resigned in 1901 to build 
the groundwork of the vast Ford Mo- 
tor Company.
